a. Claim 1 , line 8 lacks proper punctuation after "open"; in the sixth 
paragraph from the end of the claim that begins with "causing the specific heavier 
liquid phase", replace "inwardly" with -inwardly- and replace "filed" with -filled-. 

b. Claim 2 is formatted in a fragmented manner between two pages. 

c. Claim 3, line 2: it appears -is- should be inserted before "turnable" to 
clarify the wording. 

d. Claim 5, line 4: replace "discharge" with -discharged-. 

e. Claim 6, line 3: it appears -of a- should be inserted before "moment" to 
clarify the wording. 

f. Claim 7, line 3: it appears "strive" should be -strives-; in line 5, it appears 
-a- should be inserted after "increasing". 

Correction is required. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

13. Claims 1-7 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

14. The following is an Examinees statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 
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The closest prior art is considered to be US 5,788,622 to Borgstrom et al., yet 
this reference fails to teach at least the multiple sensing steps, the adjusting step, and 
the preventing step of claim 1 . 

Conclusion 

1 5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The cited prior art discloses interface control in disc type centrifuges.
